CARE OF MEATS 


HOW 
TO 
K E EP 
THEM 
FRESH 


DURING THE WARM W EATHER. 


Meats of all kinds us soon as brought 
from the market, lf not cooked Imme­ 
diately. should be placed ut once In the 
icebox, 
lf i t is to be kept for a day or 
two, i t is best to wrap i t up in wax pa­ 
per and lay i t close to the ice. 
If wax 
paper is not handy, wrap it first in 
cheesecloth, then in paper and place It 
near the i c e , says Mrs. Geslne Lerncke. 
In the country, where fresh meat Is 
obtainable only once or twice a week 
and where there is no ice to keep it, it 
may be placed in a Jar or 
bowl 
and 
covered with sour milk, tightly covered 
with a lid or board and set on the cel­ 
lar floor. It will keep thus In gqod con­ 
dition for four or five days, particular­ 
ly veal, lamb and mutton. 
A piece of beef from the rump, round 
or crossrib may be covered with vine­ 
gar and kept for a whole week. 
Such 
beef is generally used for sour roast 
or b e e f a la mode. 
Another way to 
keep fresh m eats In the country la to 
brush the meat over with salad oil and 
then w rap It In brown paper and b ury' 
it two feet deep in the ground. 
It will I 
keep thus In good condition for a week I 
or longer. 
Game of all kinds may bel 
kept either in the Icebox or in sour 
milk. 
Ham and bacon should be w rap­ 
ped in paper and hung In a cool, dry 
place. 
If poultry Is drawn, It Is best not to 
wash It, but simply to wipe It dry in ­ 
side and place It on the Ice. 
If Ice Is 
not handy. It m ay bf rubbed in and 
outside with a little salt, wrapped in 
paper and placed on a dish on the cel­ 
lar floor. 
Covered with a deep pan. It 
will keep cool for several days.

CRUELTY. 


A London paper 
publishes a h a r ­ 
rowing tale of alleged cruelty on the 
part of the Boer soldiers. 
The charge 
is made that after a certain num ber of 
British soldiers had been wounded, a 
few’ of the Boers went am ong them 
to shoot any that showed signs of life. 
Suppose the charge 
is 
true, w hat 
does it prove? 
Nothing except that 
a few Boers gave vent to their thirst 
for revenge. 
P erhaps the men who 
despatched 
the wounded Britons were Boers whose 
wives and children 
had 
been 
taken 
from their homes and starved to death 
in the concentration camps. 
In these 
cam ps by order of Gen. Kitchener, the 
wives of men in the field are put on 
short allowance and it can be safely 
asserted th a t the allowance for 
the 
others is short enough. 
The 
tre a t­ 
m ent of these women and children is 
so cruel th at their num bers have been 
decimated by death. 
None can deny the vigorous health 
and strong constitution possessed by 
these women and also by their chil­ 
dren and the fact that so m any have 
died shows clearly th a t their treatm ent 
is cruel in the extreme. 
Is there 
a 
m an living w orthy of the nam e who 
would not endeavor to avenge such 
w rongs inflicted upon his own flesh 
nnd blood? 
L et any m an put h im ­ 
self in the place of the Boers robbed 
of country, of home, of family, his kith 
and kin banished or starved or slain! 
One story is good till another is 
told. 
This tale of Boer cruelty may 
have been m anufactured to offset the 
undeniable atrocities practised by the 
British not only in the concentration 
cam ps am ong the women and children, 
but upon the battlefield.

from us thun it was at New Year’s. Of 
course, this is owing to the e a rth ’s 
movement, and not to the su n ’s. 
The 
part of a circle which tim 
sun 
de­ 
scribes now in its ap p aren t movement 
daily from east to west is larger than 
this was six months ago; 
the 
time 
which that orb rem ains 
above 
tim 
horizon is greater than this was then, 
and Its rays full more nearly directly 
011 the northerly half of the earth than 
was the case at the earlier date. These 
are the determ ining conditions in the 
m atter, and much more than com pen­ 
sate for the increased distance of the 
orb from which the heat em anates. 
The first full moon of the m onth 
am e promptly in before July was a 
day old. on which day there vvus con 
Junction with Jupiter. 
A repetition of 
this latter event occurs 
four 
weeks 
later, on the 28th. whereas the second 
full moon does not occur until the last 
day of the month. 
Ten hours after 
the first meeting 
with

the 
moon encounters Saturn, not far from 
his position of opposition with the sun. 
There is not another sim ilar 
meeting 
until the 14th, when the waning cres­ 
cent comes quite near Neptune.

Indeed to Mercury, and we would have 
a rare treat were it not that the sun s 
all-powerful

CARE OF MEATS 


HOW 
TO 
K E E P 
TH EM 
F R E SH 


DURING T H E WARM W E A T H E R . 


Meats of all kinds as soon as brought 
from the m arket, if not cooked im m e­ 
diately, should be placed at once in the 
icebox. 
If it is to be kept for a day or 
two, it is beat to w rap it up in wax pa­ 
per and lay it close to the Ice. 
If wax 
paper is not handy, wrap it first in 
cheesecloth, then in paper and place it 
near the ice, says Mrs. Gesine Lemeke. 
In the country, where fresh meat is 
obtainable only once or twice a week 
and w here t h e r e is no ice to keep it, it 
may be placed In a Jar or bowl 
and 
covered with sou** milk, tightly covered 
with a lid or board and set on the cel­ 
lar floor. It will keep thus in good con­ 
dition for four or five days, particular­ 
ly veal, lamb and mutton. 
A piece of beef from the rump, round 
or crossrib may be covered with vine­ 
gar and kept for a whole week.

This tale of Boer cruelty may 
have been manufactured to offset the j 
undeniable atrocities practised by the 
British not only in the concentration 
cam ps among the women and children, 
but upon the battlefield. 
It has re­ 
peatedly come to light that the British 
driven to m adness by repeated revers­ 
es, gave no quarter when they fell up­ 
on small bodies of Boers and thus the 
terrible war goes on, each side looking 
for an opportunity to avenge the blows 
Inflicted by the other; but It must be

and driven off, and their farm s laid 
waste.

C hristian women have looked in vain 
fo? a ray of sunshine, but one calam ­ 
ity after another has been visited upon 
them —their 
brave defenders

tile sun. 
The solar orb celebrates its 
independence on the F o u rth by getting 
about 3,000,000 miles 
fu rth er 
aw ay 
from us th an it was at New Y ear’s. Of 
course, this is owing to the e a rth ’s 
movement, and not to the su n ’s. 
The 
part of a circle which the 
sun 
de­ 
scribes now in its ap p aren t movement 
daily from east to west is larger than 
this was six months ago; 
the 
tim e 
which th a t orb rem ains 
above 
the 
horizon is greater th an this w as then, 
and its ray s fall more nearly directly 
on the northerly half of the eurth th an 
was the case at the earlier date. These 
are the determ ining conditions in the 
m atter, and much more than com pen­ 
sate for the Increased distance of the 
orb from which the heat em anates. 
The first full moon of the month 
cam e prom ptly in before July was a 
day old, on which day there w as con­ 
junction with Jupiter. 
A repetition of 
this hitter event occurs 
four 
weeks 
later, on the 28th, whereas the second 
full moon does not occur until the lust 
day of the month. 
Ten hours after 
the first meeting 
with 
Ju p iter 
the 
moon encounters Saturn, not fa r from 
his position of opposition with the sun. 
There is not another sim ilar 
m eeting 
until the 14th, when the w aning cres­ 
cent comes quite near Neptune. 
On 
tile following day the 
rapidly disap­ 
pearing face of the moon Is very close 
indeed to Mercury, and wre would have 
a rare treat were it not th a t tile sun’s 
all-powerful 
rays engulf them both. 
On the 17th L una’s bright new face 
gets near enough to exchange smiles 
with the fair Venus, while on the 21st 
our satellite and M ars hobnob together 
in a som ew hat distant though friendly 
manner. 
On the 27th, while

Quartering and full, the moon is In 
conjunction with U ranus;

C astor and Pollux, which 
wore in the west north of Regulus a 
month ago, have vanished, and the 
only 
bright 
sta r 
passing 
anyw here 
near the zenith which will be west of 
the point overhead at th at tim e is 
Arcturus. 
In the southeast A ntares of 
the Scorpion group will be seen. 
In 
the east and high above the horizon 
A ltair of the Eagle is In view. 
From the Scorpion and the Archer in 
the south, northward through the Eagle, 
tile Lyre and the Swan, to the Lady in 
the Chair, the zone formed of the blended 
light of t ti tis of millions, of distant stars 
called th© Milky Way, Is flung like a 
scarf across the firmament. 
To Saturn 
falls the place of honor fur the month, 
as on tile site he is in opposition to tile 
sun, and rising as the latter sets, tak< s 
his place with others of his distinguished 
brothers as a member of 
the evening 
stars. 
In this group 
he will continue 
throughout the remainder of th© year. In 
his two encounters with the moon the lat­ 
ter* face is too full to admit of the 
planet’s shining very brightly, so this 
meeting will not possess as much interest 
us though the night were somewhat dark­ 
er. 
At present Saturn is at his largest 
phase for the year, and while he will not 
tie ho very much smaller at the close of 
the year than we have him at present, 
his disk from now on will be gradually 
shrinking in size. 
Jupiter is now a most glorious object 
In the eastern section of the heavens from 
the time night draws on tier sable man­ 
tle. 
His fair rival holds court In the op­ 
posite section of the sky, and from this 
on It will be of ever lncresing Interest 
and pleasure to watch the two gradually 
approaching one another, 
until, 
finally, 
the triumph will be on the side of the 
fairer rival, who will continue to adorn 
th© sky some tune after Jupiter has pass­ 
ed to the realm of the morning stars. The 
great ndvsntuge generally In favor of the 
mishtj planet lies in the fact of his Hull­ 
ing from the dark background of the 
midnight sky and also from his making 
the circuit of the heavens from east to 
west. 
Venus, on th© contrary, is chained more 
closely to the sun, and Is visible only 
about three hours after sunset or three 
hours before sunrise. 
The wanderings of 
this princely planet during midsummer 
nights may be easily followed, us In seem­ 
ingly capricious course she pursue* her 
pat lr among the stars that form the con­ 
stellation of Hagitarius. 
Mercury once 
©gain changes his allegiance this month, 
and after being In conjunction with the 
Hi m on the 18th, becomes a morning star, 
when he finds Neptune alone in his glory. 
Thus we have the nearest aud the most 
remote of til*' planets acting together aa 
til© Bole csretukers of the early morning 
sky. 
Those gifted with sharp vision and 
who know the exact spot where to look 
for It may be able to catch a glimpse of 
this elu.dv© orb Just before the sun rise* 
toward the close of the month a little to 
the left of w lit re the sun first makes his 
appearance. 
Neptune Is now about an 
hour 
re­ 
moved front tin? sun. and will Increase 
this distance to two hours and a half 
before the month closes. 
The planet’s 
right ascension is five hours 57 minutes 
and 37 seconds and his declination 22 
degrees anil 18 m inutes north.
